
SAVE OUR LIBRARIES 


■ Lyme and Charmouth fighting closures 


CAMPAIGNS have been 
launched in Lyme Regis 
and Charmouth to save the 
town and village libraries. 

With Dorset Library 
Service having to slash its 
budget, both libraries are 
among 20 of the smaller 
outlets in the county 
threatened with closure. 

And whilst it looks like 
the Lyme library in Silver 
Street might be saved, 
Charmouth is facing an¬ 
other tough battle to keeps 
its service open. 

When the Charmouth li¬ 
brary, one of the smallest 
in the county, was faced

with closure a few years 
ago, the village set up a 
campaign committee and 
the library was ultimately 
saved when Charmouth 
Parish Council agreed to 
pay for manning hours at a 
cost of £4,000 per annum. 

A meeting was held in a 
private house in the vil¬ 
lage on Saturday morning, 
attended by county coun¬ 
cillor Colonel Geoffery 
Brierley, who lives in the 
village, and a number of

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concerned residents, in¬ 
cluding two former librar¬ 
ians. 

Colonel Brierley also at¬ 
tended a meeting of Char¬ 
mouth Parish Council last 
evening (Tuesday) in the 
hope of getting an action 
committee formed again. 

And tomorrow (Thurs¬ 
day) he will be putting the 
case for Dorset’s smaller 
libraries, including Lyme 
and Charmouth, at a meet¬ 
ing in county hall. 

A final decision on the 
fate of the libraries will be 
made in February. 

Colonel Brierley is also 
planning to speak to West 
Dorset MP Oliver Letwin 


in a bid to get legislation 
changed so a 20p charge 
could be made for every 
book taken out by adults. 
He believes that this could 
help to finance the 
county’s smaller libraries. 

In Lyme, hundreds have 
already signed a petition 
calling on the county coun¬ 
cil to keep the town’s 
;ibrary open. 

Dozens of signatures 
were collected at the club 
for young people’s open 
day on Saturday and an¬ 
other petition has been 
started at the town council 
offices. 

An update on the review 
of library services in 
Dorset was given to Lyme 
Regis town councillors at a

PAULA English runs Nellie May's Wholefood 
Grocers in Beaminster with her partner Neil 
Judd. 

Former German and French teacher, Paula 
opened the shop last February and has been 
on a steep learning curve as she gets to grips 
with running her first business. 

Paula moved to Dorset in 2000 and has lived 
in Bridport and Broadwindsor before moving 
to Beaminster. In her career as a teacher she 
worked short-term contracts at both Bud- 
mouth Technology College in Weymouth and 
Woodroffe Secondary School in Lyme Regis, 
she also worked a s a supply teacher for Col- 
fox School in Bridport. 

Paula's three children, Morgan, 17, Conal, 14 
and Ronan eight all attend school in Beamin¬ 
ster. 

Paula loves to travel and has spent time liv¬ 
ing in Malaysia, West Africa, Portugal and Ger¬ 
many. 


■ WHAT made you make the break from teaching? 

I decided I’d rather do something different and always 
talked about running a food shop. This is the first time 
I’ve run a shop and it’s a steep learning curve. We’ve al¬ 
ways talked about how it would be great to have a shop 
selling all this stuff we have always bought. In fact we 
are selling a lot of stuff that we didn’t really know about 
before having the shop so it’s been really interesting. 

■ WHAT is the ethos of your shop? 

The focus is on wholefoods and as many local products 
as possible. We believe in supporting local communities 
and food should ideally come from as close as possible. 
We have got a lot of Dorset, Devon and Cornwall prod¬ 
ucts which we class as fairly local. We also try to provide 
a service whereby we order things for customers as well, 
if somebody wants something particular we will order it 
in for them. 

■ WHAT superfoods would you recommend? 

I’d say that everything we’ve got is good food because 
it’s free from additives and fillers. I don’t particularly be¬ 
lieve in faddish superfoods really, we sell beetroot juice 
because it’s supposed to be wonderful but I’m not really 
a superfoods sort of person. I’m more committed to good 
quality food which hasn’t got any junk in it and I think if 
you follow a varied diet of wholefoods you are going to 
be a healthy person. We sell lots of treats too like choco¬ 
late and alcohol, it’s not just the healthy food. 



■ HOW have the community reacted to your ar¬ 
rival? 

Initially I think a lot of people were quite cautious and 
they didn’t really know what wholefoods meant. People 
came gradually and now we have got quite a lot of regu¬ 
lar customers who come in and that’s been a really good 
part of the whole experience really. We met some really 
nice people and it’s really nice to talk to people, I think 
that’s a really important part of local community life re¬ 
ally and I think people like to share stories and chat. 
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■ ARE you glad you stopped teaching? 

Yeah, teaching is really enjoyable but some aspects of the 
job aren’t quite so enjoyable, the crowd control element 
takes up quite a lot of your energy as a teacher. Some¬ 
times I miss it. I miss using German because I love Ger¬ 
man, it’s my passion, but it was quite hardwork and quite 
frustrating. This is more satisfying I would say. 

■ WHAT is the biggest lesson you have learnt in 
business? 

Initially working out what we needed to buy in terms of 
furniture and how to stock the shop and ways to bring in 
more business. For example we added the ice cream 
freezer because we thought that would be a good seller 
and then we got an alcohol license because we thought 
would be good. I suppose it’s been a steep curve in learn¬ 
ing what sells and what doesn’t. Lots of good experiments 
and lots of bad ones. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I would say Kate Adie because she is very brave and very 
intelligent. Liam Neeson, because I’ve always had a bit 
of a soft spot for him and Hugh Dennis, because he is so 
funny. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The CD is one we have in the shop and it’s 1,000 northern 
soul tracks, because I love northern soul. The book I’m 
currently reading is a collection of Irish short stories ed¬ 
ited by Aaron Enright. The last film was ghost, about a 
ghost-writer with Ewan McGregor who played the role 
brilliantly.

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Pre-school to close having 
failed to meet standards 


PARENTS of young children in the town were shocked 
to learn this week that the Lyme Regis Pre-School will 
close on Wednesday, February 16th. 

The pre-school at the SureStart Centre, next to the pri¬ 
mary school in King’s Way, has been the subject of nego¬ 
tiations since July of last year. After failing to reach the 
required standards, the staff and committee met with 
members of the Dorset County Council Early Years and 
Childcare Service to discuss improvements which needed 
to be made in order for the county to continue with fund¬ 
ing for the group.

In a letter to parents this week the chairman of the Pre¬ 
school committee, Amanda Brundish, said: “Over the last 
three months the committee and staff have been working 
closely alongside a multi-disciplinary team from the Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre, Early Years and Childcare Service from 
the county council to achieve outcomes highlighted in the 
action plan. 

“Despite the hard work from everybody involved it was 
deemed that the progress made was not sufficient. There¬ 
fore this has resulted in the 3-4 year old funding being 
withdrawn. 

“The committee have agreed that we are unable to con¬ 
tinue to operate without the funding. So it is with great 
regret that we write to inform you that as from Wednes¬ 
day 16th February, 2011, Lyme Regis Pre-School will 
close.” 

There has been a pre-school or playgroup in Lyme for 
many years, starting at the Woodmead Halls, then moving 
to a temporary building in the playground of the junior 
school (now St Michael’s Business Centre), then back to 
the Woodmead Halls and finally about two years ago into 
the Surestart Centre. 

Asked for a comment by the View, a statement from 
Dorset County Council read: “Unfortunately, following 
a number of support packages, we feel that sufficient 
progress has not been made and, in December, we noti¬ 
fied Lyme Regis Pre-School that they will be removed 
from our directory on February 18th. This means they 
will no longer be entitled to funding from the Department 
for Education. 

“We will continue to offer support to the group and par¬ 
ents looking for alternative childcare. Parents can contact 
our Family Information Service on 01305 221066. 

“We will also continue to try and find alternative pro¬ 
vision for children in the Lyme Regis area.”

meeting of the Strategy and Policy Committee last week. 
Town clerk Mike Lewis reported that a number of com¬ 
munities in Dorset were getting together to fight the clo¬ 
sures. 

As far as Lyme was concerned there seemed to be only 
two options - the community to take over the running of 
the library or closure. But he hoped there might be a mid¬ 
dle way whereby the hours were reduced, but that was 
not on the table. 

Mr Lewis said he had been informed that a lot of Lyme 
Regis people had written to Dorset County Council op¬ 
posing the closure, more than in any other area in the 
county. 

Councillor Sally Holman thought the only option was 
having a mobile library or the community taking it over. 

Councillor Daryl Turner said they needed to look at al¬ 
ternatives, reminding councillors that Lyme Regis Devel¬ 
opment Trust had suggested moving the library to St 
Michael’s Business Centre. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said the library service had

shown “minimal interest” in the Development Trust idea. 

Councillor Ken Meech said they should make a case 
pointing out how isolated Lyme Regis was at the end of 
the county and stressing that the town had an ageing com¬ 
munity which relied on the library. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin thought the library could re¬ 
duce their costs by moving to a smaller premises, such 
as a lock-up shop. 

Committee chairman Owen Lovell thought they should 
be defending the library and asking for the status quo to 
be maintained.

Palmers start 
detailed survey 
of Three Cups site 

PALMERS Brewery, owners of The Three Cups in 
Lyme Regis, has begun work on a detailed survey 
measuring the impact of any site development on 
near neighbours. 

Surveyors are contacting all adjoining properties 
to request access. 

Palmers property agent Nigel Jones of Chester¬ 
ton Humberts said: "The architects want to build 
up a detailed 3D model of the existing position 
and then use this to see how the proposed scheme 
will impact on the neighbours. At the same time, 
further historical analysis of the existing building 
is being undertaken." 

The surveys are expected to take some weeks to 
complete. Palmers plans to hold a second public 
consultation later this year before making a plan¬ 
ning application

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DORSET Magistrates will be cel¬ 
ebrating 650 years of service at 
Dorchester Court by acting out 
cases from centuries gone by later 
this month. 

On Tuesday, January 25th the 
courts in High West Street will be 
opened to the public in order that 
they can witness first hand Magis¬ 
trates dealing with cases as heard 
hundreds of years ago. 

At regular intervals during the 
day, members of the Dorset Mag¬ 
istrates Association will re-enact 
the cases and pass sentences in line 
with original legislation. 

The cases and sentences will be 
both realistic and accurate and 
offer members of the local com¬ 
munities the opportunity to witness 
justice 18th century style. 

There will be a chance to visit the 
cells at the courts and see old style 
police and law enforcement uni¬ 
form and equipment. 

Visitors will then be transported 
to 2011 and witness the same cases 
based on today’s laws. 

Representatives from other crim¬ 
inal justice agencies including 
local officers from Dorset Police 
and Her Majesty’s Court Service 
will be in attendance with crime 
prevention advice and information 
on how a court operates. 

Local magistrates will also be on 


hand to offer advice to any mem¬ 
ber of the community who is think¬ 
ing about applying to become a 
magistrate. 

John Adams, JP, Chair of the 
Dorset Magistrates Association, 
said “We are very excited about 
marking this date in our history 
and we hope that members of the 
community will enjoy seeing the 
difference in justice then and jus¬ 
tice now. 

“It is very important that the 
Criminal Justice System is as open 
as possible in order that the com¬ 
munity’s confidence is maintained 
in one of the best legal systems in 
the world.” 


To further celebrate this momen¬ 
tous occasion there will be a serv¬ 
ice of commemoration at St Peter’s 
Church, Dorchester at 12:30pm to 
which everyone is cordially in¬ 
vited. 

Light refreshments will be avail¬ 
able afterwards and Reverend 
Vicky Thurtell will conduct the 
service. 

Entry to the court event, which 
runs from 9:15am to 4pm, is free 
and will be both educational and 
informative.

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Museum win fight for 
the Guildhall car park

TOWN councillors in 
Lyme Regis have given “in 
principle” backing to plans 
by Lyme Regis Museum to 
extend their facilities 
which will mean building 
over the town council car 
park adjacent to the Guild¬ 
hall. 

The museum have been 
pressing the council for a 
decision so that they can 
proceed with their plans to 
provide a “world class” fa¬ 
cility for Lyme Regis at a 
cost of £4 million. 

At a previous meeting a 
decision was deferred, de¬ 
spite the fact they ap¬ 
proved the plans four years 
ago when the project was 
first mooted, for members 
to look at suggested plans 
for an extension to the 


town council offices at 
Guildhall Cottage.These 
plans were drawn up in 
1993 to provide more ac¬ 
commodation for the town 
council, including disabled 
access, a new reception 
area and committee room, 
at a cost of £350,000. 

The museum consider 
the car parking land to be 
“critical to their extension 
plans” but some council¬ 
lors were reluctant to shut 
off the Guildhall on the 
seaward side. Policy chair¬ 
man Owen Lovell de¬ 
scribed such a scheme as 
“abhorrent”. 

Replacement parking for 
the town council would be 


provided on the higher 
level behind the Guildhall 
via the existing access. 

Councillor Stan Williams 
warned that if the museum 
scheme went ahead they 
would not be able to revive 
their own plans. 

The matter was referred 
to last week’s meeting of 
the Strategy and Policy 
Committee when council¬ 
lors were asked once again 
to renew their “in princi¬ 
ple” decision, made in 
2006, so the museum 
could move forward with 
the plans to build over the 
car park. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
proposed that the council 


give their approval, point¬ 
ing out that the museum 
attracted 20,000 visitors a 
year, making “a great dif¬ 
ference to this town”. 

Councillor Ken Meech 
seconded the proposition 
subject to planning ap¬ 
proval. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, understood 
the need for a decision but 
she was concerned that 
many local people had ap¬ 
proached her urging the 
council not to give the 
land to the museum. 

And she added: “No one 
has come to me saying 
‘give it to them’.” 

Councillor Sally Holman 
thought a “world class mu¬ 
seum” would be a great 
benefit to the town. 

Councillor Peter Will¬ 
iams said it was clear from 
the plans that the museum 
extension would “nullify” 
the council’s opportunities 
of extending their offices 
in the future. 

Commented Councillor 
Meech: “All we are being 
asked for is a decision in 
principle. All this informa¬ 
tion will be dealt with in 
the planning cycle.” 

Councillor Loma Jenkin 
thought that the possibility 
of extending the council 
offices was just “castles in 
the air”, adding: “It’s 
never going to happen in 
the medium to long term. I 
think it is a red herring.” 

Councillor Lovell 
thought that if the council 
gave their approval they 
should make sure their 
own position was protec¬ 
tion in the future, particu¬ 
lar with regard to parking 
and access. 

Nothing new 

Councillor Meech: “This 
is nothing new. We have 
been there many times.” 

Councillor Lovell: “If 
we are going to give this to 
them we should make sure 
there is some planning 
gain for us.” 

Councillor Williams 
pointed out that the coun¬ 
cil car park was used by 
delivery vans which might 
not be able to get up onto 
the higher level. 

Councillor Turner 
pointed out that they did 
not need a three and a half 
ton lorry for deliveries 
when they had a pick-up 
truck with the same foot¬ 
print as a car. 

Councillor Lovell said 
the existing access was the 
only one for any major 
works that were required. 
“We should not be disad¬ 
vantaged by this,” he con¬ 
cluded. 

Councillor Turner said 
all such concerns could be 
dealt with in the planning 
process. 

It was agreed to give “in¬ 
principle” approval for the 
car park to be given to the 
museum, the vote going 
through by seven votes for 
and three against.

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Youth club dream comes alive

NEARLY 1,000 people 
visited the former club for 
young people in Lyme 
Regis on Saturday in sup¬ 
port of efforts to establish 
a new youth club for the 
town. 

Organisers were over¬ 


whelmed with the num¬ 
bers attending the open 
day and by the support for 
the project which will see 
a partnership between the 


local community, Dorset 
County Youth Service and 
the Woodroffe School. 

And they were delighted 
with the public’s choice of 


name for the new club - 
“The Hub - chosen by bal¬ 
lot from dozens of sugges¬ 
tions that he been put 
forward. 

The open day was also a 
financial success, raising 
around £1,000 towards the 
cost of renovating the 
Church Street premises. 

Enthusiasm 

The event was co-ordi¬ 
nated by project leader 
Lran Williams and this is 
how she will remember the 
day: 

“Starting at 9am a steady 
stream of people were al¬ 
ready arriving lured by the 
smell fresh coffee and 
bacon wafting up Church 
Street and full of enthusi¬ 
asm for a new community 
resource in the heart of 
their town. 

“The balloons and 
bunting outside the place 
cheered it up and made 
you want to go inside. By 
12 noon the old building 
was a hive of activity and 
discussion, and finally at 
6pm the remaining groups 
of young people that 
couldn’t tear themselves 
away sat on the stairs of

the old boys’ club and 
watched on as the Lyme 
Town Mayor, Michaela 
Ellis, announced ‘The 
Hub’ was the new name 
selected by the commu¬ 
nity, chosen from an origi¬ 
nal list of 124 suggestions. 

By close of play the team 
estimated around 1,000 
people aged 0 to 90 years 
old had passed through 
those doors that have been 
tightly shut for so long. 

“Throughout the day the 
place buzzed with a new 
life, so much hope had 
been expressed, by the end 
the open day team were 
exhausted but thrilled by 
what they had seen and 
heard. 

“As you walked around 
the building there was no 
getting away from the fact 
that the old church hall 
needs work, there is damp 
and crumbling walls 
everywhere with water 
pouring in through the roof 
when it rains, it’s cold, 
there’s no heating, but on 
this day it didn’t matter. 

This was one very special 
and important occasion,

one that many people have been waiting 
for. 

“Families with small kids and young 
people were piling in to see what all the 
fuss was about; you could hear them say¬ 
ing, ‘its so big’, ‘its so fun’ and ‘we can 
run around’ and this was before the giant 
bungee run began. From 12 noon to 4pm 
the queue of young people from three to 
18 years was relentless- racing and bounc¬ 
ing they announced a new era had begun. 
There was a continuous flow of people 
from the older generation, too, people 
who had memories to share and stories to 
tell about the place in their time or how 
they or their friends ran it for young peo¬ 
ple 10, 20 or 30 years ago. 

“Lyme Regis Development Trust, the 
Woodroffe School and the Youth Service 
along with volunteers welcomed every¬ 
body in. ‘I feel like I am a part of it,’ 
somebody said. Town councillors were 
spotted throughout the day and were in¬ 
vited to share their ideas about how the 
space could be used. Every room was full 
of people thinking about the enormous 
potential of such a unique place. 

“Something else that was really notice¬ 
able about this event was that everywhere 
you looked there were young people, tak¬ 
ing part, helping or engaged in some way, 
working in the kitchen with the staff from 
InSPARation and volunteers; they were 
there at the door to welcome you on ar¬ 
rival as well as organising activities like 
the group of year 10 students from 
Woodroffe who covered a wall in dreams 
and St Michael’s headteacher and stu¬ 


dents who organised a parachute game, 
young musicians played next to the par¬ 
ent, grandparent and great grandparent 
fundraisers selling bric-a-brac with home¬ 
made cakes, hair braiding and face paint¬ 
ing. Community youth groups were there, 
too, with representatives from the new 
youth group who are being consulted 
about the development, B Sharp, Lyme 
Youth Theatre, and the Junior Band, too 
many to mention but everybody pulled to¬ 
gether. 

“One girl at the end (I missed her name) 
said ‘it’s so fun, it’s the best day ever’. I 
overheard parents saying ‘it’s amazing - 
somewhere for them to let off steam’. 
People were keen to book space immedi¬ 
ately for events and make their plans .The 
people of Lyme as ever were queuing up 
to offer their help, expertise and skills. 

“Just when it seemed it couldn’t get any 
better the volunteer group announced to¬ 
gether with a ‘friends’ table they had 
raised £443 during the day, added to a 
very generous donation of £500 it took the 
total raised almost to the £1,000 mark- 
Wow! There is so much support and good 
will for this project. 

“It was a dream and now it really seems 
possible, a great collaboration, a school, 
a youth service and a community that 
proved it could work together on Satur¬ 
day. 

“Now the management team need to 
press on with the big job they have in 
hand of finding the very serious financial 
resources they need to make ‘The Hub’ 
the centre of opportunity that has long 
been waited for.”

■ THE people of Lyme were given their first op¬ 
portunity since 2006 to see inside the club for 
young people on Saturday - and nearly 1,000 of 
them chose to do so.

It certainly needs a great deal of work to make it 
useable on a regular basis but I hope Fran and the 
action group will be able to get The Hub open in 
some limited form whilst the important planning for 
the future and fundraising continues.

□ GREAT sadness among the young mothers of Lyme, 
not to mention dismay, that the pre-school is closing 
down in February. 

With no private facility in Lyme, it means that there 
will be no provision for pre-school children in the 
town for the first time for many years. That is not a sit¬ 
uation that can be allowed to continue. 

Regretfully, despite a great deal of effort, the exist¬ 
ing pre-school, which meets at the Sure Start centre in 
King's Way, has not been able to meet the strict stan¬ 
dards demanded by Dorset County Council. 

I understand that discussions have started in a bid 
for an alternative facility to replace the pre-school. We 
can only hope that these will be successful. 


Who will stand 
and who will not 

THERE'S much conjecture in the town over 
which town councillors will be standing down 
at the May elections. 

To date, Ken Meech is the only one to publicly 
declare his hand, although I understand that 
Pete Williams and David Cozens MBE are unlikely 
to be putting their names forward again. 

There was a rumour that David had changed 
his mind and was planning to seek another term 
but he told me categorically last week that he is 
not standing again and he did not know where 
the rumours to the contrary stemmed from. 

Of course, others may decide not to stand be¬ 
tween now and May but it would seem that 11 
of the existing 14 councillors will contest the 
election. 

I know of at least five other candidates who in¬ 
tend to offer their services so it would seem we 
could have at least 16 names on the ballot 
paper, possibly more, and therefore the possibil¬ 
ity of existing members losing their seats. 

That's a healthy position and indicates there is 
still an enthusiasm for local government in 
Lyme. Hopefully it will also encourage a good 
turn-out at the polls.

'Wonderful' start to new year 


LYME Regis Art Group hit the new year running with a 
spectacular demonstration of wildlife painting by David 
Hyde. 

Born in Hertfordshire in 1947, Mr Hyde has painted 
since childhood, developing a love of wildlife from the 
countryside of his childhood. In 1982, he gave up his ca¬ 
reer in computer programing and banking to paint full 
time and has exhibited with major societies and art gal¬ 
leries in cities across the country including The Mall 
Gallery and Christies in London. 

In this demonstration, Mr Hyde took members through 
the painting of a wolf, from the earliest drawing to the 
finished product. He used soft-bodied acrylic paint, 
mainly Liquidex, and exploited the quick drying attribute 
of this media to apply glazes and washes to build up his 
painting in subtle layers. He showed how to block in the 
darker areas on the sides of the face and the coat using a 
blue-grey colour, always painting in the direction of the 
fur growth. As soon as these areas were dry, he over¬ 
painted them with diluted white gesso using a very fine 
brush to paint in the fur strands and taking care to show 
the individual hairs growing in the right places. 

This white over-layer, known as “the death mask”, is 
also used in human portraiture and allows the dark under¬ 
layer to show through in places for dramatic effect. At 
this point, the eyes were painted in with orange and left 
to dry whilst washes of transparent burnt and raw sienna 
were swept over the dried white mask to add colour to 
the fur. The pupils and nose were painted in black with 
blue and white highlights and transparent burnt umber 
washed over the orange eyes. 

Mr Hyde then put in the eye catch-lights and strength¬ 
ened both highlights and dark shadow areas to bring

greater depth to the picture. In just over two hours, the 
finished painting stared warily back at an audience held 
absolutely spellbound by the skill of its painter and the 
deceptive simplicity of his technique. 

Members felt this was a truly wonderful start to their 
2011 programme. 

The next meeting will be in Woodmead Halls, at 
2pm,on January 25th for a critique by the well known 
and very popular Robert Julier. Visitors and new mem¬

TOWN councillors in 
Lyme Regis have not given 
up hope of the Strawberry 
Field being used for recre¬ 
ational purposes in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil originally purchased the 
11-acre site in Charmouth 
Road from local landowner 
Cliff Powley for a new 
home for Lyme Regis 
Football Club. 

But the £1 million project 
to create two full-size foot¬ 
ball pitches, a clubhouse 
and a floodlit multi-use 
games area ran into plan¬ 
ning difficulties and was 
eventally abanandoned. 

The council have since 
created a pitch and putt 
course on the top of the 
field but their efforts to 
provide 26 temporary al¬ 
lotments on the lower area 
also ran into difficulties 
and had to be shelved. 

The future use of the Str- 
waberry Field was in¬ 
cluded on the agenda of 
last week’s meeting of the 
Strategy and Policy Com¬ 
mittee following a request 
from resident Terry O’- 
Grady. 


Committee chairman 
Owen Lovell reminded 
councillors that at the mo¬ 
ment they had the pitch 
and putt on the top of the 
field and a woodland area 
at the bottom. 

He still felt the site was 
of financial benefit to the 
town council and that it 
could be used for some 
form of recreation in the 
future. 

At the moment they only 
had a small income from 
the pitch and putt but it 
was a start. 

New council 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin 
thought discussion on the 
future of the Strawberry 
Field should be left to the 
new council which would 
be elected in May. 

Commented Councillor 
Lovell: “If the new council 
comes in and decides they 
want to sell it, that is down 
to them.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
asked whether the council 
paid for the park and ride 
land opposite the Straw¬ 


berry Field. He was in¬ 
formed that no payment 
was made for this land. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell thought the council 
should investigate future 
uses for the land. 

Councillor Lovell said it 
had always been open for 
councillors and the public 
to come up with ideas. 

He told members: 
“Sporting facilities are still 
lacking in this town but 
there is no money to pro¬ 
vide pitches up there. 

“I would like to see some 
form of multi-use facilities 
up there for future genera¬ 
tions.” 

Councillor Sally Holman 
said they should not do 
anything with the land that 
would prejudice any sport¬ 
ing use in the future. 

Councillor Lovell con¬ 
cluded: “I still hope one 
day to have a useful play 
area up there for the town.” 

♦ Mr Powley has offered 
to buy the land back from 
the council for sporting 
use.

Not'empire building' 
but a very necessary 
source of funding 


■ I'M writing to help clarify the situation regarding 
InSPARation and the recently purchased Lyme 
Regis Club for Young People building, following 
views expressed in the paper recently about the 
sale of the club to fund the CFYP refurbishment. 

I am a member of the InSPARation management 
committee, which operates independently under 
the banner of Lyme Regis Developpment Trust 
and includes youth workers from Dorset County 
Council Youth and Community Service, and mem¬ 
bers of the local community amongst others. The 
committee's main concern is the best provision of 
youthwork services in Lyme Regis; currently this 
provision is at the 17/18 Church Street building, a 
building set aside for the youth of Lyme Regis by 
LRDT. 

We met immediately following the purchase of 
the former Club for Young People building earlier 
this year with the LRDT trustees to discuss how In¬ 
SPARation could support the refurbishment of the 
building. 

It was decided that, when the building was fit, 
the services provided in InSPARation should be 
transferred to the LRCFYP building, and 17/18 


Church Street kept and used as a means of gener¬ 
ating revenue to support the long-term provision 
of youth work at the LRCFYP building. 

This would be through rent from the existing flat 
above InSPARation, and from a possible change of 
use for the cafe premises into perhaps a shop, or 
another flat, exact details yet to be confirmed. 

In the current economic climate of cuts, the key 
concern thing for the young people of Lyme Regis 
is continuity of provision of youthwork. The InSPA¬ 
Ration building is a massive asset for the young 
people and revenue it can generate to support 
youthwork in Lyme Regis is vital to that continuity, 
and would safeguard the use of the LRCFYP once 
refurbished. 

There have been accusations of "empire build¬ 
ing" levelled at LRDT's aquisitions of buildings, but 
in this instance the buildings belong to the young 
people of Lyme Regis, the LRDT being the enablers 
of their use. 

As a community we have a lot to do to get the 
LRCFYP building up-to-scratch.

S chools now treat 
our children as 
though they are 
made of china" wrote 
the author Conn Ig- 
gulden this autumn. 
He raised concerns 
about teachers who 
worry about organising

It is no 
coincidence that the 
children enjoy them¬ 
selves, look forward to 
school and truly wish to 
learn. 

We invest time in 
teaching manners and 
the common courtesies 
which are so often 
overlooked in the rush 
of modern-day life. We 
spend time learning 
about eye contact, 
greetings and opening 
doors; and how impor¬ 
tant these skills will be 
as our children inherit 
the world in which we 
live. 

We endeavour to give 
our children the oppor¬ 
tunity to experience as 
many different activi¬ 
ties as possible for if we 
cannot do this when 
they are young, when 
do we find the time? 
We strive to find some¬ 
thing that each and 
every child can excel in;

BLACK SWAN 

Nina (Natalie Portman) is a ballerina in a New 
York City ballet company whose life, like all 
those in her profession, is completely con¬ 
sumed with dance.

Portuguese artist displays'war 
rug'atBridportArts Centre 


DOES a single object create an exhibition? In this in¬ 
stance, Bridport Arts Centre's Allsop Gallery features 
the first showing of artist Carlos Noronha Feio's lat¬ 
est and giant 'war rug' - so large it commands the 
entire gallery leaving only room for an audience, and 
this dramatic work certainly deserves a thoughtful 
one. 

Carlos Noronha Feio is an artist who weaves his 
own national identity with others he encounters. His 
work is engaged with the points at which geography 
and migration meet, where different cultures collide, 
interfere and impose their own imperatives on each 
other. 

War rugs have a long history in 
Afghanistan, revived significantly at 
the time of the Russian occupation a 
generation ago. As with other rugs 
designed and commissioned by Car¬ 
los, he works with carpet weavers in 
Arrailos in his native Portugal. They 
work only using local traditional 
techniques and methods of produc¬ 
tion. These express great similarities 
with those found in Afghanistan, 
both arising from the influences of 
the ancient Moorish culture they 
hold in common.

Academy sets World Record 


THE Weymouth & Porland Sailing 
Academy has received confirma¬ 
tion that it has officially set the 
Guinness World Record™ for the 
largest Parade of Boats'. 

The attempt took place on Sun¬ 
day, July 25 2010 on the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland waters and 
featured over 300 young Optimist 
sailors. 


The requirements to set the new 
world record were extensive; re¬ 
quiring 300 plus people, all hold¬ 
ing a full licence for their boat, to 
sail a minimum distance of two 
miles without any significant gaps 
in the flow of boats. 

The attempt was completed 
with a total of 318 Optimist sailors. 

The record attempt required a 


huge amount of skill from the 
young sailors, all aged between 
seven and 15, who had to navi¬ 
gate the two mile course whilst 
keeping a distance of less than 
two-boat lengths from the other 
boats. 

The success of the attempt can 
be attributed to the talent of the 
sailors who were welcomed from 
across Europe, Asia, United Arab 
Emirates and even Oceania. 

Many of them will have aspira¬ 
tions of Olympic sailing one day 
like many of their predecessors 
from the Optimist class. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive at 
the Weymouth and Portland Na¬ 
tional Sailing Academy, com¬ 
mented:'We are extremely proud 
of what we accomplished back in 
July, now officially being a world 
record holder, I want to extend a 
big thanks to everyone that made 
it possible.
